SAYS STATE IS BAD OFF FINANCIALLY. 


Springfield Paper Declares IlMinois Is on 
the Brink of Bankruptcy. 

Springfield, III., Aug. 3.—A_ local paper 
says: ** The State is already out of money to 
all practical purposes. According to the 
statements of the Auditor’s office it is on the 
verge of bankruptcy. The Auditor today ie-- 
sued warrauts for $100,000, and there is not 
over $500,000 in the Treasury. The state. 
ment is made that if all the outstanding obli- 
gations of the State were paid there would not 
be a dollar in the Treasury. The deficiency is 
caused by the low tax levy of two years ago. 
For tho last week or so only those claims 
against the State which had to be paid were 
met, such as claims, for wages and such other 
purposes. From this tims on there will be 
the greatest caution disdvlayed as to the pay- 
ment of every bill, mall or great. Wherever 
it is possible to save expenditures until next 
year it will be done. The State is hard up for 
cash, and will have to economize and put off 
its creditors just as long as pessible. 

„There will be but little money coming 
into the State Treasury for some time. The 
State taxes, on which the most reliance is to 
be placed, will not come in before next April. 
Between that time and this there are a good 
many months during which there will neces. 
sarily be some close management if the State 
is to get along at all. In October next the 
Illinois Central railroad will pay into the 
Treasury about a quarter ot a million dollars, 
and that will be arranged for and apportioned 
almost as soon as it is received. A quarter of 
a million dollars does not amount to much 
when it comes to running the State of III. 
nois,

Step Made Necessary to Earn Dividends 
and Save Taxes. 

New York, Aug. 3.—|Special.!|—The Bank 
of Amer ca, which has a charter going back 
to 1812 and a capital of $3,000,000, the 
largest of any State institution of its class, 
will cut its capital in two, jand has sent word 
to its stockholders to come and get par for 
half of their holdings upon ‘surrender of their 
stock certificates. 

The reasons of the reduction are that the 
bank is receiving very low rates of interest, 
while it is paying in taxes 4 sum approximat- 
ing $80,000 yearly, of which about $30,000 
can be saved when the redyction of capital is 
earried into effect, The reduction of capital 
will mean the paying back f $1,500,000 to 
the stockholders. 

There was som talk that the change would 
in some way a the country benks which 
keep their surplus money on deposit in the 
gost reserve banks of the metropolis and get 

per cent interest on their balances, while 
the city banks after the greatest effort and 
taking all loaning risks find it impossible to 

put the money out and get any returns. It is

America, however, to affect the country bank 
deposits in any way.

CELEBRATION OF THE WAYNE TREATY, 


One Hundredth Anniversary of That His- 
torical Event. 

Greenville, O., Aug. 3.—The centennial of 
the conquest of the Indian natives was 
celebrated here today. The treaty of peace 
was signed on Aug. 3, 1795, between Gen, 
Anthony Wayne and the representatives of the 
conquered Indians at Greenville, and this event 
Ohio proposes to celebrate. The Ohio Legis- 
lature last winter authorized Gov. McKinley 
to invite the States of Pennsylvania, Virginia, 
and Kentucky, which States furnished most 
of the soldiers in the campaign of 1794, to 
send representatives to participate in such 
celebration, and to invite these States 
to prepare taWiets or other me- 
mentos for a memorial structure. 
A salute.of 100 guns was fired at sunrise, 
The distinguished visitors were escorted from 
the depot by the military and other 6rganiza- 
tions. Later there was a large parade of the 
National Guard and civic organizations. A 
feature of the parade was the delegation of 
visiting Indians. This afternoon speeches 
will be delivered by the Mayor, Gov. Mo- 
Kinley. Judge S. F. Hunt of Cincinnati, and 
Judge W. J. Gilmore of Columbus, Tonight 
there will be fireworks ana speeches. 

Gov. McKinley delivered the first address 
and presided during the day. Other speakers 
were as follows: Gen. Alger of Michigan, 
Senator Daniel of Virginia, Gov. Hastings of 
Pennsylvania, and Gov. Matthews of Indiana. 
Ex-President Harrison is expected to be here.

Bicycle Riders Who Court Death by Using 
the Tunnels Instead of Bridges. 

During the hour from 6 to 7 o’clock last 
night forty-seven bicycle riders plunged 
awheel into the southern mouth of tne La 
Salle street tunnel, It was the hour when 
cable car traffic was the heaviest and every 
one of the riders unnecessarily jeopardized 
his life. The custom of riding through the 
tunnels instead of over the bridges has had a 
noticeable growth of late. A few months 
ago the riders were few who were foolhardy 
enough to make the experiment: now they 
are numbered by the hundred. Unless an or- 
dinance is passed forbidding the use of the 
tunnels to bicycle ridersa frightful accident 
anc loss of life is sure to be the result. 

At first the riders were content to trail 
along behind an advancing car when the only 
liability to accident might be the breaking of 
agripor the fall of the Wheelman to be 
crushed by an advancing car. Of late, how- 
ever, they have become so venturesome they 
frequentiy turn out and passa carin the 
tunnel when another car is advancing toward 
them on the same track. This, too, is done 
on the inclines, when the least miscalculation 
as to distance or speed, or the slipping of the 
wheel on the rails, would throw the rider under 
the grip car or crush him to death between 
passing trains. 

In one or two instances the sudden stopping 
ofa train has caused following wheelmen to 
hastily dismount and retreat with their bicycle 
in their arms. Some day luck will not be on 
their side and the Coroner will have a boom

FLY CASTING AT GARFIELD PARK.

Fiy casting is anart. This was illustrated 
by the members of the Chicago Fly Casting 
club, which is composed of hepresentative 
Chicago business-men, at théir tournament 
at the north lagoon in Garfield Park yester- 
day afternoon.

longer. 
Canadian Copyright Act. 

The Rosebery government, not being able 
to reach a decision respecting the Canadian 
copyright act, invited the Dominion Govern- 
ment to send a representative to London to 
discuss the subject. When the government 
was defeated it was too late to recall the in- 
vitation and the Canadian representative is 
now in London, but he has not opened nego- 
tiations with the Colonial Office. Mr. Cham- 
berlain will have todeal with this question 
and sanction the Canadian act or disallow it, 
or send it back to Ottawa for revision. 

It is not generally known that Canada in 
accepting the Berne copyright con vention re- 
served the right of withdrawmg from it after 
giving a year’s notice. The argument that 
the Canadian act must be disaliowed be- 
cause it is contrary to the policy to which 
Great Britain was committed at Berne is not 
well founded. Engtand did not assume oblil- 
gations for Canada, When the Dominion 
Government acquiesced’ in the Berne con ven- 
tion it was with the explicit understanding 
that Canada could withdraw from it after 
a year’s notice, These facts stand in 
the way of the rejection of the 
Canadian copyright act on imperial grounds; 
yet no British Government can sanction it 
without setting a precedent for all colonies 
of compromising the principles of the Berne 
convention exposing American pubilshers to 
destructive competition from cheap Canadian 
reprints and working great injury to English 
authors. 

The Geographical Congress. 

The International Geograpical Congress 
has attracted much attention from the promi- 
nence of the men taking part in its discus- 
sions. One day veterans like Admiral Mark- 
ham, Sie Joseph Hooker, and Gen. 
Greely heard with amazement the 
young Swedish geographer, Andree, 
describe the balloon voyage which 
he proposes to make next summer from 
Spitzbergen to the north pole, steering his 
airships by guide ropes and an ad justa ble sail, 
and returning at the end of a week to the 
outer rim of the Asiatic continent. It was 
one of the most remarkable scenes ever wit- 
nessed in a scientific assembly. Mr, Andree 
answered objections and displayed such cour- 
age and self-possession that he was heartily 
applauded even by those who thought that ne 
was entering upon a foolhardy exploit. 

For Antarctic Exploration. 

Another day Mr. Barchgrevank, the Nor- 
wegian whaler, described his landing on the 
Antarctic Continent last February, fifty-four 
years after Sir James Ross had sighted it in 
the Erebus and Terror expedition. This paper 
was listened to by a survivor of the Ross 
party. It offered such substantial evidence 
of the precticability of reaching and winter- 
ing in Victoria Land that the congress passed 
a resolution in favor of Antarctic exploration. 

Reception by the Curzons. 

Oneof the most delightful receptions in 
honor of the delegates was that given by Mr. 
George N. Curzon, whose American “bride is 
already very popular in London society, 

; Session on Tropical Africa. 

Another session was devoted to tropical 
Africa, with conspicuous explorers present, 
such as Slatin Pasha, before whom Gordon’s 
head was held up in derision by the Mahdists 
at Khartoum; Mr. Stanley with twenty-three 
years’ experience in the dark continent, 
Count Joachim Phifil, under the German- 
African colonies; Lionel Decle, a young 
Frenchman, who had walked from the Cape 
to Uganda; and Sir Joha Kirk, who has done 
great work in West Africa.

Origin of the Legion of Honor. 
he order of the Legion of Honor was in- 
stituted by the law of the 29 of Floreal, in 
thd year X, which corresponds to May 19, 
1802, for rewards for civil and military serv- 
‘fees rendered the State. The President of 
the Republic is Chief Sov and Grand 
Master of the order. The gion is com- 
posed of an unlimited number of chevaliers 
or knights, of 4,000 officers, 1,000 command- 
ers, 200 grand officers, and 80 grand crosses. 
As to foreigners, they are admitted.“ but 
“not received” in the order; their nomina- 
tion appears, however, in the Journal Offi- 
cial or Gazette, and those who receive the 
decoration are compelled to submit to all 
_ the conditions prescribed to French citizens. 

The foreigners who have the decoration are 
of almost all nationalities. Queen Rana- 
ela of Madagascar, on whom France is 
waging war, is even a Grand Officer of the 
Legion of Honor. Very few women, how- 
ever, are enrolled in the Legion, and many 
Frenchwomen artists and composers are 
anxiously awaiting the little bit of red rib- 


bon. Mme. Sarah Bernhardt’s name has.

There never was a doubt in the matter, 
DOCK AT SOUTHAMPTON d OPENED.

Southampton, Aug. 8.—The Dunne “ana

The gra vmg dock just opened 
is immediately alongside the berths ef the 
Paris, New York, and St. Louis, Its capacity 
is over 73,000 tons andits maximum depth 
is 85 feet. Its width is 87% feet and the 
pumping engines for emptying it are the 
most powerful known. The guaranteed time 
for emptying the dock is two hours ana fifteen 
minutes, which necessitates delivering 540 
tons of water per minute. 

Dock Not Completed. 

Although the new dock is open it is not yet 
ready for use, as one of the big pumps is 
damaged and must be repaired before a large - 
vessel can be accommodated, It was origi- 
nally intended to dock the New York of the 
American line today, but the damage to the 
discharge pump has necessitated sending the 
New York to Tilbury, opposite Gravesend, 

The opening of the hew dock by no means 
indicates that the dock work here is com- 
pleted. In three months’ time two additional 
berthing stages will be opened alongside the 
Graving dock, each öf which will be capable 
of accommodating two ships of the Paris and 
New York type end on.

Republic of Salvador is under 700,000. 80 
it has a smaller number of people than the 
West Division. Its area is about forty times 
that of this city. So small a State ought 
to be modest and cultivate the arts of peace 
along with coffee and other staple. products. 
Instead of doing that Salvador is preparing 
for another of those revolutions which hap- 
pen there about every three years. The 
people have become dissatisfied with the 
present dictator, whose official title is Pres- 
ident, and he, in order to show them that he 
is not to be trifled with, has arrested a num- 
ber of prominent citizens, and it is expected 
will have them shot. Other prominent citi- 
‘gens are making tracks for the neighboring 
States. Luckily they have but a little dis- 


tance to go. Martial law has been pro- 


claimed in the capital, because a mob pa- 
rades the streets and announces that it 
wishes the President was dead. The inhab- 


{tants of other places are much worked up, 


and are preparing for a good revolutionary 
time. Probably for some months to come 
the papers will Have long dispatches about 
the doings in Salvador, and the desperate 
conflicts of armies about 500 men strong, in 
which conflicts a dozen or so men may be 
killed. Finally the success of the revolu- 
tionists will be announced, and also the de- 
parture for Burope of the ex- President with 
all the cash he could lay his hands on. As 
small a country as Salvador is not entitled 
to more than one revolution in a quarter of 
@ century, It is a pity that international 
etiquette stands in the way of the United 
States telling these 700,000 people to stop 
their fooling and go to work. 


AMERICAN RELIGIOUS STATISTICS. 

One large quarto census volume is de- 
voted to religious statistics which were 
gathered in 1890 more carefully and on a 
more extensive scale than in any previous 
census year. The returns of 143 distinct de- 
nominations, some of them of infinitesimal 
proportions, are given, with a total member- 
ship*of communicants of 20,612,806. As the 
total population in 1890 was sixty-two anda 
half millions this is one out of every three. 
But there were fifteen million persons under 
the age of 10, so that over 40 per cent of 
the population are church members. And 
there are many millions who, while their 
names are on no church roll, still look on 
themselves as belonging to some denomina- 
tion. Yet it is probable that there are at 
least eight or ten millions of adults who 
have no connection, direct or indirect, with 
any sect, and to whom no church can lay 
claim. 

As a general rule ‘the different 8. 
bodies furnished statistics cheerfully. But 
there are a few sects which are not forget- 
ful .of the punishment which befell the chil- 
Aren of Israel when David took the census, 
and who declined, therefore, to “number 
Israel.“ The representative of one of these 
denominations made the unSatisfactory an- 
| Swer from a statistical point of view that 
Christ said: “My sheep hear my voice, and 
I know them, and they fallow me“: therefore 
“he knows his sheep, but me or you don't.“ 
Another said he belonged to the “church of 
the figgt-born who are written in heaven.” 
Said he: “God keeps the class-book, the fam- 
ily register, in heaven; therefore, having no 
.¢xample from Christ or the Apostles we 
keep no registry or enrollment. We know 
each other by the one spirit God has given 
all the people, and not by any clags-book 
System.“

Thus it appears that ot the total number 
of communicants reported nearly one-third 
belong to the Catholic Church. This is a 
remarkable showing. It bears testimony to 
the untiring zeal of its priests and also to 
the enormous immigration from Catholic 
countries, There are no statistics as to the | 
number of communicants in 1850, but in that 
year there were accommodations for 667,863 
worshipers, while in 1890 there were accom- 
moda tions for 3,365,754.

This city had more Con- 
gregationalists, German Evangelicals, Luth- 
erans, and Methodists, but it had only one- 
fourth as many Jews, half as many Presby- 
terians, and less than a quarter &s many 
Episcopalians. 


ILLEGAL SALOON LICENSES. 

Not long ago attention was called to the 
enormous number of saloons along the line 
of the drainage channel, It was discovered 
upon examination that some of the saloon- 
keepers were carrying on business in places 


seed ½ cent higher, and pork, lard, and ribs j|-outside the jurisdiction of the municipality 


granting the license, Thus, for instance, 
the Village of Spring Forest had licensed a 
man to sell three-quarters of a mile beyond 


the village line. 


The dramshop act provides that a County 
Board shall have no power to issue a license 
in any incorporated town, city, or village, 
“or within two miles of the same.“ There 
are two reasons for this last restriction, 
The County Board is kept from planting 
saloons on the verge of a prohibition city or 
village and nullifying the effort of the citi- 
zens to remove the temptation of liquor. It 
is kept from licensing saloons at the gates 
of a license city, so that the latter may not 
be deprived of its revenues. 

Several of the places between here and 
Lockport in their greed for revenue have 
assumed that those words which Umit the 
power of the County Board are a grant of 
power to them to license saloons for two 
miles outside their corporate limits. And 
though the law does nothing of the kind, 
they have been multiplying the number of 
saloons illegally and taking in a great deal 
of money. 

Yesterday a man who held one of these 
illegal licenses was tried before a jury on 
the charge of keeping a dramshop without a 
license. The Judge in his instructions said 
the license he held was worthless, but the 
jury, to the amazement of the counsel on 
both sides, returned a verdict of not 
guilty.” Such a verdict shows the kind of 
men who serve as jurors in Chicago courts 
| and the difficulty of convicting a saloon- 
keeper of an offense. These particular jur- 
ors did not care what the law was. They 
were resolved that this saloon should not be 
closed, 

The authorities of the drainage district 
thought they would be able to close a num- 
ber of the dives which are selling liquor to 
the men working on the channel, but they 
will have to change their tactics in order to 
succeed. They will have to, proceed against 
the town officials who are violating the law, 
for no Cook County jury will convict the 
saloonkeepers. 


USE AND ABUSE OF CYCLING. 

Medical opinion seems to be generally in 
favor of bicycling when not carried to ex- 
cess. Most of the doctors who have been 
heard on the subject agree that cycling is a 
good exercise for the healthy and valuable 
to those who are troubled with sothe forms 
of disease. The celebrated English physi- 
clan; Sir Benjamin Ward Richardson, has 
an article on the subject in the North Amer- 
ican Review for August, and his views are 
especially interesting, as he has been for 
many years ,a practical cyclist and his 
published opinions in regard to it have had 
much to do with popularizing the bicycle in 
England. He says it has been a great pub- 
lic benefit in teaching large numbers of 
people to use their limbs, in taking them 
away from close rooms and streets, and 
introducing them to a companionship with 
nature which they otherwise never would 
have enjoyed. Besides its value in improv- 
ing the health of those who are well it has 
done a yast amount of good to people suffer- 
ing from fatty disease of the heart, from 
gout, dyspepsia, varicose veins, melancholia, 
failure due to age, from intermittent pulse 
and palpitation, and distinctly to those suf- 
fering from uremia. ~- 

But Dr, Richardson warns his readers 
against exclusive and excessive cycle rid- 
ing. It is especially dangerous to those who 
are liable to failure of the heart, that organ 
being principally exercised during cycling. 
He has known the beats of the heart to rise 
from 80 to 200 ber minute in the first exer- 
cise of riding, and says there is double dan- 
ger in whipping it beyond its natural pace 
in youth, when the heart is undergoing its 
development. He intimates a doubt if in 
the young after the extreme excitement 
which arises from a prolonged race thé heart 
ever comes down to its natural beat within 
‘three days of subsequent repose. For an- 
other reason it is dangerous to teach the

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scurn DAKOTA'S DIVORCE MILL. 
An article in another column contains a 
recital of the experiences of a lady while 
passing through the South Dakota divorce 


‘mill at Sioux Falls, The divorce laws of 


that State were enacted at the instigation of 


the lawyers; who control the Legislature. 


They sought to make divorce a State indus- 
try, and have succeeded in establishing a 
system which yields the largest returns 
that can be obtained without cutting off or 
reducing the supply. Through the efforts 
of Episcopal Bishop Hare the time of neces- 
sary residence has been extended from three 
months to six, but that does little other good 
than to increase the revenues of those who 
have furnished cottages to let, or otherwise 
minister to the wants of the visitors. 

In the great majority of cases this six 
months residence is little more than nomi- 
nal for those who can afford to be absent. 
The one great essential is that the party 
shall pay the rent for a house or room and 
occupy it for a few weeks, Then he or she 
may pay an unscrupulous lawyer for attend- 
ing to much of the rest during three or four 
months more, the longest time being re- 
quired for those cases in which the de- 
fendant will not appear in the action and 
avoids service.“ But it is evident from the 
account that this “avoidance” of service 
often may be, and doubtless is ii not a few 
instances, another term for absolute ig- 
norance that the husband or wife is applying 
for a divorce. This is the miserable feature 
of the business, the door being opened for 
fraud by lawyers and not sufficiently guard- 
ed by watchfulness on the side of honesty 
and justice. The court is not expected to 
look for fraud’ where the testimony is per- 
fectly regular,“ and the lawyer attends te 
that. But he cannot fend off the conse- 
quences in cases where the defendant sub- 
sequently brings proof that he or she could 
have been found if the plaintiff had in good 
faith tried to find the respondent. Every 
such divorce is set aside in an Eastern court 
when the case is carried there, and if the 
person taking the South Dakota divorce has 
married again in the meantime he or she is 
open to prosecution for bigamy. It is a 
sarcastic comment upon the whole proceed- 
ing that a woman who goes to Sioux Falls 
with intent to apply for a divorce is not wel- 
comed socially by those who take her dol- 
lars. Even the wives of the lawyers who 
conduct her case look down upon her with 
contempt. The eyes of every man, woman, 
and child in the place are upon her, and the 
secret police system of all the Russias is 
nothing compared to the espionage of her 
every act, word, and thought.” But these 
very people will pet and lionize the mascu- 
line applicant for a divorce in their courts, 

While the divorce laws of South Dakota 
are a disgrace to the American Nation the 
greed of the people who profit by them does 
not make the procuring of a divorce such 
easy sailing as is widely supposed. Those 
laws should be repealed or radically amend- 
ed, and one ray of relief amid the gloom is 
furnished by the fact that a strong pressure 
ig being exerted in the direction of a change. 
Easy divorce laws tempt thousands to avail 
themselves of frivolous pretexts for asking 
that the marriage tie be sundered. They 
tend to encourage married people to dispute 
and quarrel for smali provocatioris and then 
to allege “Incompatibility” or to do worse 
for the purpose of making out a sufficiently 
strong case to be passed upon by the court. 

There is room to fear that this nefarious 
business will increase instead of diminish. 
Thoge who profit by it are exerting them- 
selves to obtain custom, and recently Okla- 
homa has made a bid for a share of the plan- 
der, though the divorce business there has 
received a sethack by the discovery ot a 
serious constitutional objection to it. The 
thing really is a menace to the purity of the 
American home. If it should continue and 
spread, as some fear it may do, the next step 
for the “coming woman” and coming man“ 
may be “free love,“ and divorces at twenty- 
four hours’ notice before Justices of the 
Peace. It looks as if the tendency is that 
way in some quarters. The people of the 
States whom a lot of shysters make respqn- 
sible for laws that favor such conditions 
ought to demand that a full stop be put to 
the practices which under the name of law 
disgrace our civilization and menace the 
existence of the family tie, which is the 
fundamental bond of our civilization, 


NORDAU AND THE DEGENERATES. 

The recent remarkable work upon “De- 
generacy” by Max Nordau has aroused a 
storm of criticism about his ears, both in 
this country and in Europe, as might have 
been expected, When one attempts to. up- 
set idols by wholesale he must look out for 
fiérce resistance by the worshipers. It is 
due to Nordau to say, however, that nine- 
tenths of this criticism is not criticism at 
all, but invective and personal abuse, which 
of course is no reply at all to the arguments 
set forward by the author. Nordau wisely 
pays no attention te these vilifiers, and is 
now elevating himself by answering those 
who have made arguments worthy of his 
consideration. An extremely interesting ar- 
ticle of this kind appears in the August 
Century, in which he pays special attention 
to degeneracy in art, In the July Forum 
there is still another under the caption, 
“Society’s Protection Against the Degen- 
erates, in which he makes an elaborate 
answer to Guglielmo Ferrero, a young Ital- 
lan scholar. The latter has set forth an in- 
genious argument, which in effect is this: 
In our neurotic, overstrained society a large 
number of persons are subject to abnormal 
and morbid tendencies, which uhder certain 
influences might develop into positive wick- 
edness. These mystical and morbid books 
quiet their latent tendencies by creating a 
literary satisfaction. He says: 

I do not deny that, regarded from an uncondi- 


tional point of view, morbid books can call forth 
evil results, particularly on excitable and readily 
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wane a hysterical woman controlled by her lower 


trusts have taught her the creed of 
sistance to temptation lest, yielding 


sive, and slavish if she denies herself all this, 
With what joy will she not profess herself a dis- 
ciple of this charming moralist! 

Nordau does not believe that the degener- 
ates in their worst form can be cured, but 
they must be fought. It must be Shown that 
they do not represent youth, progress, or the 
future and general development, and that 
they are simply seeking for . notoriety. 
„That the morbid tendencies in art and lit- 
erature may be divested of their power to 
attract the rising generation they must be 
freed from their alluring associations, and 
it must be plainly demonstrated that they 
attribute to themselves certain character- 
istics which they never had.“ Nordau is 
waging a glorious battle and he deserves re- 
inforcements. He has arrayed against him 
the solid ranks of degenerates, lunatics, 
and madmen, of morbid men and hysterical 
women, of fashionable faddists, of yellow 
books and green books; of Bradleys and 
Beardsleys with their hideous distortions, 
of Manets and Monets with their yellow 
women and green men, of maudlin fashion- 
able young women, of Ibsenites and Tol- 
stoites,.of notoriety seekers, of symbolism 
and mysticism, of neurotie and erotic 


creatures in a state of exaltation which 


finds its gratification in the works of the 
degenerates in literature, music, and art. 
It is a long, hard battle he has to fight, but 
he will win in the end. Degeneracy does not, 
as Ferrero claims, inject an antitoxine into 
the reader's mind. On the contrary, as 
Nordau insists, it poisons and ruinsit. The 
proof lies in the fact that immorality was 
never so rampant and crime so abundant 
as they are today, 


BEWARE OF MICROBES. 

The Health Department says warningly to 
the inhabitants of Chicago: Do not let 
others kiss you indiscriminately, and never 
without first carefully wiping your lips with 


| carbolized rosewater and thoroughly dry- 


ing them.” ‘This advice is not greatly need- 
ed, because the people of this city are not 
given éo indiscriminate kissing, and it is 
not known why the Health Department 
should think they are. There aré many 
persons here whom no one would feel in- 


clined to kiss except when actuated by a 


stern sense of duty, and, on the other hand, 


there are many kissable persons who are 


painfully economical with their osculations. 
They are altogether too discriminating. 

The. object of the Health Department in 
giving this advice is to hinder, as much as 
possible, the dissemination of microbes. It 
has been discovered that a kiss is often the 
agreeable vehicle that enables them to travel 
from person to person. Hence the necessity 
for carbolizing one’s lips. But microbes 
lurk in other places than beauty’s lips, and 
swarm in articles Which are of more uni- 
versal consumption in Chicago than Kisses 
are. If the Health Department had been 
actuated solely by a hatred of microbes and 
bacteria it would have begun its crusade 
differently. There is butter, for instance. 
Nearly everybody eats it, or thinks he does, 
Spread in layers of varying thickness upon 
slices of bread, or taken in combination 
with potatoes, it forms an important part 
of the food of the people. If bread is the 
staff of life, butter is the beautifying var- 
nish of that staff. But according to the fig- | 
ures of scientists of high repute there are | 
from ten to twenty millions of microbes in 
every fifteen grains of butter. Therefore, 
that person who consumes at his dinner or 
other meal a silver dollar’s weight of butter 
has consumed unthinkingly from 800 mill- 
ions to 600 millions of, microbes. These 
statements are appalling but true. Many a 
man has complained of indigestion after 
eating something like a billion microbes, and 
has not had the least idea what was the 
matter with him. A. derelict Board of 
Health has allowed him to remain in ignor- 
ance. 

Cold is bad for microbes, A low temperꝝ · 
ture kills off about one-third of those which 
dwell in butter. Therefore he who eats that 
article when it has been treated with ice 
fares the best, but éven he consumes nun- 
ions of bacteria, and he cannot be 
to do it with impunity. Cheese, 
bought and eaten in such large quantities, 
is also full of low forms of life which are 


enjoyed without fear of evil consequences,

Some of the Big Guns on the Street 


New York, Aug. 3.—[Special.]—We have 
wong odes se market this week the bitter- 
est fight in Wall street ina dozen years. On

Viewed generally, the uiarket 
has been dull, Asa matter of fact, however, 
there has not been a conspicuous stock free 
from attack.

We have 
had much talk of inside liquidation, We 
have heard a great deal of dissatisfaction 
among the magnates of the sugar trust over 
the character of the Stock Exchange support 
of the stock, When the quotation was 118, 
as it was day before yesterday, there were 
proclamations all over Wall street to the ef- 
fect that all the Havemeyer crowd were in- 
dignant at the liberties taken with the stock 
by rank outsiders, and with these proclama- 
tions for a basis the speculators in the stock 
rushed in and sold it down aggYessively. 
From 118 it went close to 113. There was 
every indication, however, that the powerful 
interests on the bull side of the stock were 
N contented to have the reaction.

In the issue and floating of 
these bonds the Belmont-Morgan syndicate 
will have the chance to grab further profits 
on @ millionaire scale. Sentimentally they

village in the direction of a library.“ 

All eyes were now directed toward the 
landsman, who, without hesitation, rose in 
his place. 

“Mr. Chairman,” said he, I am very will- 
ing to make some remarks upon this occa- 
sion, but I should prefer not to divert the 
very interesting and instructive current in 
which the proceedings of this evening have 
been flowing.

: Precarious Living, -

There's lots of grocers down in 
our part of town, on Pacific avenue and South 
Clark street, that will buy em from us. It’s 
the only way we have to makea livia’.”’

IN THE HEIGHT OF THE PIE SEASON, 


Preponderance of Authority Indicates Most 
Pies Are Eaten in Summer, 


There are atleast a half dozen establish- 
ments in this town which devote themselves 
exclusively to the manufacture of pies—“ pie 
foundries,” asthe iunny man calis them in 
his topical song of the day in the variety 
show. It has been asserted by those who ought 
to know that more pies are eaten in the winter 
than in the summer. It would be interesting 
and obviously important to have reliable sta- 
tistics on a subject so national in its character; 
but as no such statistics have ever been com- 
piled one must be content with such data as are 
obtainable. The manager of one of the large 
down-town eating-houses said while he had 
never looked up his accounts to be absolutely 
sure about it, he was strongly of the opinion 
that more pies are eaten in the summer than 
in the winter time, One reason he gave was 
that people care less for meat in hot weather 
and more for fruit, and many fruits, such 
as cherries, apples, gooseberries, and cur- 
rants, figure largely in the makeup of 
pies. Another reason is, he said, that pies 
made from canned fruit, as they must be in 
the winter time, are rather flat compared 
to those made of fresh fruit in the summer 
time, and so less able to withstand the 
competition of more strictly winter edibles, 
The proprietor of one of the pie 
manufactories said he did 25 per cent more 
business in the summer than in the winter, 
and that business from year to year was 
steadily on the increuse. How much of this 
increase is due to the increase of population 
it would be hard to say, but that it is not al- 
together due to this cause is certain. Other 
fashions come and go, but the great Ameri- 
can fashion of pie-eating goes on, and it prom- 
ises to go on forever. One infallible sign that 
a man is becoming Americanized is that he 
eats pie. See a man of foreign extraction at 
the pie counter and you may be morally cer- 
tain that if he has not been naturalized he 
is thinking about taking out hie first papers. 
So far as ine home consumption of pie is 
concerned there is probably more of it eaten 
in the fall and winter than in the summer 
time, simply because there are more people 
at home to see to the baking of it, but in ail 
that has been said previously reference is had 
to the pie of commerce.

IN THE AWFUL DEPTHS OF SPACE. 


Distances 80 Overwhelming That the 
Mind Cannot Conceive of Them. 

Let us suppose that telegraph lines, instead 
of being merely confined to the earth, were 
extended throughout the length and depth of 
space. Let one wire stretch from the 
earth to the moon, another from the earth to 
the sun, another from the earth to the nearest 
bright star, another from the earth to a faint 
telescopic star, and finally let a wire be 
stretehed all the way from the earth to one of

the more distant stars. Let us now see what 
the very shortest time would be in which a mes- 
sage might be transmitted to each of these 
several destinations. First, with respect to the 
moon. Our satellite is, comparatively speak- 
ing, so near to us that but little more than a 
second would be required for asignal to trav- 
el thither from the earth. The sun is, how- 
ever, many times farther away than the moon, 

the time required for sending a message 
to the sun would be correspondingly longer. 
The sun is, indeed, so far that when the key 
had been pressed down and the electric wave 
had shot forth along the solar wire to pursue 
ite route at that stupendous speed which 
would permit it to place a girdle seven times 
round this earth in a second, yet eight min- 
utes wouid have to elapse ere the electric 
wave had passed from the earth to the sun. 
An answer sent back from the sun would re- 
quire another eight minutes for the return 
journey, so that if there were no undue delay 
in the solar postoffice we might expect a re- 
ply within half an hour or so after the orig- 
inal been had been dispatched. 

Telegraphing to the stars would. however, 
be a much more tedious matter. Take first 
the case of the very nearest of those twinkfing 
points of light—nameiy: Alpha Centeuri. 
The transmission of a telegraphic message to 
this distant sun would indeed tax the patien 
The key is pressed down, the message bound 
off on its journey; it wings its way along the 
wire with that velocity sufficient to carry it 
180,000 miles in a smgile second of time. 
Even the nearest of the stars is, however, 
sunk into space to a distance so over whelm- 
ing that the time required for the journey is 
not a question of seconds, or of minutes, not 
of hours, not of days, not of weeks, nor even 
of months, for no less than four years would 
have to pass by before the electricity had ac- 
com plisned this stupendous journey. 

Alpha Centauri is, however, merely the 
nearest of these stars. We have yet to iadi- 
cate the distance of those which are more re- 
Look up tonight toward the heavens, 
and among the thousands of twinkling points 
which delight our ez es, there is many a one 
up there so far off that if, after the battie of 
Wuterloo had been won in 1815, the Duke of 
Wellington had telegraphed the news to these 
steller depths, the message would not yet 
have been received there, notwithstanding 
the fact that for cighty years it has been 
flashing along with that lightning velocity 
which would carry it seven times round the 
earth in the interval between two ticks of a 
clock. 

There are stars farther still, Fortify your 
eyes with a telescope and direct it toward the 
sky. Over our heads there are thousands of 
stars so remote that if the news of the dis- 
covery of America by Columbus had been 
circulated far and wide through the universe, 
by tne instrumentality of the telegraph, those 
thousands of stars to mch I now refer are 
elevated into boundless space to altitudes so 
stupendous that the announcement would not 
yet have reached them. 

And we have still one more step to take, 
Let us think of the teiegraph wire that is sup- 
posed to run from the earth to one of those 
stars which are only known to us by the im- 

ressions they make on a photographic plate. 
ft t seems certain that many of these stars are 
so remote that if the glad tidings of the first 
Christmas at Bethlehem, 1894 years ago, had 
been disseminated through the universes by 
the swiftest electric current, ever known, yet 
these stars are so inconceivably remote that 
all. the seconds which have elapsed in the 
1894 years of our present era would not 
have sufficed for the journey. 

Bat if any reader of these lines should en- 
tertain any misgivings as to the reality of 
these stellar distances, then there is one con- 
sideration which I specially commend to his 
notice. Remember that space seems to us to 
be poundiess, for our imagination can con- 
ceive no limits. There must, it would seem, 
be depths of space thousands of times, or in- 
deed millions of times, greater than those of 
which I have spoken. We can conceive of no 
boundary; for even if that celestial vauit of 
crystal existed which the ancients supposed, 
our imagination could pierce through it to 
the other side, and then in thought we could 
start afresh, and on and on indefinitely. Aud 
seeing that »pace seems to us to be indefinite, 
what wonder is it if the stars should lie 
at the distances I have named, or at distances

Frank Ball received con- 
signments of fine stock from Georgia which met 
with a ready sale, with $2.00 per crate as a top 
price for small lots of strictly choice. Michigan 
varieties continue small and sell fairly well, con- 
sidering the quality.

DON CARLOS BUELL, who by a 
timely arrival with 20,000 troops 
turned the tide of battle at Shiloh 
and made a Federal victory possible,

‘They were fondly referred 
to as little people, or the white ladies,“ 
and a person thought to be under their in- 
fluence was said to be forespoken.“

In many places charms and amulets are 
thougut to be more effective than medicine 
and surgery.

In White’s History of Selborne” there is 
a reference to the practice of splitting trees 
and passing children through to cure rickets 
or scrofula. The ash was usually selected 
and a young tree split longitudinally for five 
or six feet. fissure was held open and the 
afflicted child passed through. Then. as soon 
as the bark on the tree grew together and 
united, the sick child gained strength. This 

ractice was probably a relic of the aid 
ruidical superstition of the benefits derived 
from crawling through a stone.

Most people do un- 
questionably regard the mummer’s trade 
as from a height, and nobody can say that 
such is not the proper perspective when he 
reflects that actors ask consideration not, 
like other men, for what they are but for 
what they are not and demand and receive 
applause and fortune in proportion as they 


succeed in hiding their true nature and 


character. But dislike and contempt—if any 
feel such sentiments it is not for the actor, 
but for the person so described. 1 

On the stage, as elsewhere, it is worth 
that makes the man. Unhappily, many 
actors are of little worth as human beings 
—not more, perhaps, than those of other call- 
ings, but more conspicuously: It is not to 
be wondered at, for the hours of his work, 
if they may not be said to make of the actor 
a social outcast, then prevent him from be- 
coming a member of any society but that 
of his own kind and the barroom and the 
night clerk, As. the influence of the church 
and the conventions does not penetrate so 
far in the day and retires soberly to rest 
at 11 o’clock at night, it ts nothing strange 
that the actor is not affected by it. So that 
the player, unless he be a very unusual 
character, sooner or later falls under the 
more. powerful and more prevalent infiu- 
ence of the pagan code of morals and man-

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All persons whose business brings them 


into contact with the dérnizeris of the theat- 
rical world will sincerely mourn the ap- 
proaching withdrawal of T. W. Prior from 
the Schiller Theater management and his de- 
parture from Chicago, and will regret that 
fortune has not favored him as bountifully 
as he deserves. Mr. Prior has come nearer 
than most men could have come toward 
putting the Schiller on its feet. But even he, 
with his experience, his ingenuity, his in- 
dustry, and his popularity, could not strug- 
gle but in vain against the oligarchy that 
controls the purveying of theatrical amuse- 
ment in the United States. 

Gustave Frohman, the new manager, of 
course represents his brothers’ as well as his 
own interests. He can make the Schiller a 
success as a combination house,“ but that 
would be at the expense of Hooley’s and the 
Columbia, and the Frohmans cannot afford 
to do that; The talk of transforming the 
theater into a high-price music hall is cheer- 
ing but not convincing. The first requisite— 
a large number of private boxes—could not 
be obtained. In the second place, the cheap 
houses are satisfying the appetite for vaude- 
ville, and they will continue to do so as long 
as they can give as good an entertainment 
and 30 cents as anybody could 
give for $1 or $1.50. Besides, there are indi- 
cations that the vaudeville appetite is not 
go eager as it was. The number of presenta- 
tions possible to individual ‘“‘entertainers” 
is by no means large.

Mme. Marchesi Says the Best Voices Come 
from America, Australia, and Austria. 

What do you think of the immediate 
future of the art of singing?“ and Is it 
dying. as some of the reactionaries say?“ 
were two pertinent questions to which Mme. 
Marchesi, the singing teacher, the other day 
made the following answer: 

It is dying in some places, certainly; in 


Italy, for example, where they no longer 


know how to sing. But I still have always 
an extraordinary number of beautiful voices 
passing through my school, so I cannot be 
pessimistic. Where do the best voices come 
from? Chiefly from Australia, America, and 
Austria. In England your habit of always 
speaking with the open glottis is bound to 
impair your voices, and as for France, the 
language is not well adapted for young 
singers. Mon, ton, son—there are so many 
words like that to check vibration. But 
we can’t argue that out now, you know; 
we'll finish it one day in Paris.“ 


In addition to the foregoing opinion Mme. 
Marchesi gave this account of her career for 


publication in the St. James’ Budget: 

“My name, as you remember, is Mathilde 
Graumenn. It was Mendelssohn who, when 
he was living in Frankfort, first persuaded 
me to adopt a singer’s career. I had been 
introduced to him by Franz, and when he 
heard me sing he procured me an engage- 
usseldorf Festival just to see 
what success I was likely to attain. He 
coached me in all the work I was to do and, 
finding that I got along very well, persuaded 
my parents to allow me to become a singer. 
It was he, certainly, who made me an artist.

Next evening she was the favorite 
of Berlin.

He learns 
soon enough to possess his soul in patience 
before his marked imaginings have been

The impulsive dramatist cannot easily 
be brought to see what right a stage manager 
has to alter and slash a play which it has 
taken weeks and months to bring to perfec- 
tion. Finally things right themselves, and 
mutual concessions lead to a better under- 


standing. 

What worries the manager more than any- 
thing else is the judicious-distributhon of the 
roles. In German theaters, where there is 
often a change of bill every other night, his 
hopes are not always realized at rehearsals, 
and it is difficult to always find the right man 
or woman forthe part. There are not so 
many veterang who are expert interpreters of 
juvenility, and, vice versa, there are few 
young actors and actresses who can imitate 
old age. In combinations no such difficulties 
present themselves, asin nearly every case 
the age of the impersonator is in accord with 
the conceptions of the playwright. Roles are 
frequently changed shortly before the per- 
formance of a play, as some ef the actors 
find themselves unable to cope with the parts 
assigned to them. : 

The frequent change of bill calls for the

the week it is Sunday that the opportunity is given to the toilers.in the city to 
get away from the heat and hurry and for a few brief, happy hours revel in the 
many delights at the beach. The different means of getting out to Manhattan 
are all equally patronized, people going by rail. street cars, boat, carriage 
and bicycle, and some few of the Weary Wraggles order wander in through 
the day on foot, The beach presents an enlivening appearance all day Sunday, 
a fair sprinkling of pleasure seekers coming out in the morning, bat it is in the 
afternoon about 8 o’clock that the biggest crowd is there and the narrow walks 
and piers are jammed with people. 

It is Chicago’s only open-air bathing resort where large numbers can be ac- 


commodated, and the thousands who do not leave town for the season appreci- 
ate that act, While there are amusements and games without number it is the 
swimmers bobbing up and down in the water that form the center of attraction. 
The lake at times is fairly alive with the bathers in every variety of bathing 
suite dyed in every shade of gorgeousness. The bathers splash water on each 


feats of swimming, diving, and riding rafts. At one place on the beach isa 
toboggan slide where the more daring tan shoot the chutes' without fear of 
getting wet, for that is the grand object of all these sports and the more com- 
plete ducking the more popular the sport. TVo or three sit on a toboggan,

ANY stories are told in the East about 
great hidden treasures in the mount- 
ains of the West. In some instances 
those wild remarks are but the imagi- 

nation of thoughtless brains, while in many 
cases the stories are true. The West is filled 
with treasure vaults whose gold and silver 
deposits are numerous, Old Spanish resi- 
deneés now going to decay contain secret 
rooms lined with gold and filled with precious 
stones and rich jewels. The mountains con- 
tain dark cafions where mines of fabulous 
wealth have lain dormant for ages, The hum- 
blest eheepherder or range rider may acci- 
dentally discuver the greatest mineral deposit 
ever known and the must timid explurer may 
find the treasured wealth of a French million- 
aire stored away in the caverns of the old 
dweliings. , 

Utah was once Mexican property, and dts 
fertile valieys were peopled by a wealthy 
class of men. The old eliff-dwellers of the 
Colorado left most vaiuable homes contain- 
ing goid and si: ver bath tubs, vases, and orna- 
ments, while the workings of miners living a 
century ago show the vast wealth taken from 
the old ara:tras and sluice boxes, A strange 
story of fabulous wealth was related by Enoch 
Davis, a wife-murderer, recently executed in 
Salt Lake City. He found the most wonder- 
ful mines ever seen by man, and exhibited 
nuggets of gold from the sluice boxes which 
excited the curiosity of court officials so that 
his life was spared for many months, 

About sixty miles from Sait Lake City is 
an unexpiored section of the Utah Indiaa 
reservation, No man has ever penetrated the 
deep, dark cafidns of this Indian land 
since the days of Brigham Young, the weil 
known Mormon leader.

The 
proposition was accepted and Knowles was 
given six weeks in which to produce the gold, 

Knowles, with a son about 14 years of age, 
started from the Mormon Mecca Monday 
mornmg and within two weeks returned with 
eighty-five bounds of gold nuggets. Young ac- 
cepted the money, but swore his slave to ab- 
solute secrecy as to where the gold was ob- 
tained. At that time the church people were 
opposed to the opening of mines, and no mah 
was permitted to prospect in the Territory.

The red men fired and 
Knowies dropp.d dead. Davis feigned death 
and fell to the bottom of the cavern.

When Davis escaped he made his way to 
Vernal, a wild frontier town near the Indian 
reservation. In this village he took up his 
aboue, expecting some day to be enabled to 
return to the flelas of wealth. He married 
and settled down to the duties of a home le 
as the village blacksmith. His mind became 
tr. ubled, be resorted to drink, and at last ia 
a fit of jealous despondency killed bis wife 
and buried her in a potato pit near the house. 
The crime was discovered within a day and 

Davis was arrested and imprisoned on the 
charge of murdering his wife, 

In the prison all the nightmare of golden 
treasures haunted the doomed prisoner. He 
drewamapvuf the country presented it 
with tue facts to the court officials as a ran- 
som for his liberty. Many thousands ot dol- 
lars have since been expended in seeking this 
famous gulch, but nothing has been found. 
Davis, after repeated postponements, was 
final:y convicted and shot without again real- 
izing the fulfilment of his dreams.

in it, and remarking in an audible aside that 
she had refused $600 per month for her own 
house in Brooklyn. Jan. 1 my lady closed 
the house and left the town. The last week 
in May signs of life were seen about the 
premises and June 1 the family returned, 
just in time té serve her papers on the hus. 
band in New York. 

That woman went before the Judee and 
swore that she had come to Sioux Falls in

roborate the plaintiff’s complaint. The case 
is tried privately in chambers, the defendant’s 
lawyer being present, the judgment sigued by 
the Judge, and the plaintiff therein awarded a 
decree, which cannot be assailed in any other 
State in the Union. 

In case the defendant will not appear in the 
action and avoids service the wait ana anxiety 
at the other end are very painful and distreas- 
ing, for the law allows the defendant seventy- 
two days in which to answer the compiaint, 
dating from the time of service. One can 
readily understand that as little delay in serv- 
ing the summons and complaint as possibie is 
hoped for on the plaintiff’s part. After wait- 
ing seventy-two days and no appearance of 
answer on the part of the defendant then the 
plaintiff publishes three notices to take de- 
position in his or ber native piace at intervals 
of five days, naming in these notices the date 
upon which the deposition will de 
taken; this is generally set down 
for a week from the time 
of the appearance of last publication, giving 
ampie time for necessary papers to be 
forwarded East. This, you can eee, adds 
three. weeks to the already tedious, dragging 
seventy-two days. On the day specified the 
Commissioner for taking the testimony in the 
East commences to take the testimony, which 
must be 8 * to a — if 
voluminous apt to drag on for a week or 
two, adding more days to those dreadful 
seventy-two. Upon the arrival of the deposi. 
tion in South Dakota the case is heard in 
chambers and judgment of divorce granted 
by default.

„ Conrart, a littérateur, aided by Richelieu, 
founded the Academy and was first Per- 
petual „One of the first purposes 
of the society was to compose a new diction- 
ary of the nch language.

The Perpetual Secretary is the most influen- 
tial factor in the Academy; but today there 
are side doors to the coveted vacancies 


; a is not there. 

About 85.000 francs are distributed an- 
nually in prizes: for the best book that ad- 
vances manners and morals; for the most 
eloquent page or chapter of French history ; 
for eloquence, the written eulogies on 
life or writings of some great man. 

‘Thiers won one of the prizes—4,000 francs 
—and was thus enabled to come to Paris and 
to study law. Both Thiers and Guizot were 
elected members of the Academy before Vic- 
tor Huge. Every one remembers how 
the Perpetual Secretary, Auger, drowned 
himself in the Seine because of Victor Hugo’s, 
romantic innovation in literature. Lamar- 
tine was aümitted early in the century. There 
is no reality in the ‘arm-chairs’ in which 
the forty are supposed to sit, they occupy or- 
dinary chairs. 

“Victor Hugo. helped Renan to become a 
member, neglecting an old friend to do it. 
Hugo was then a lady-killer as well as a great 
poet. He was full of chivalry, and possessed 

for little 
children. Lamartine got in because of his 
dandyism and poetry. Jules Simon and John 
Lemoinne were elected because of their stand- 
ing in journalism. Dumas, fils, was a suc- 
cessful candidate but not Dumas, pere. 
Guizot was opposed to the Bohemianism, the 
impulsiveness; of the elder Dumas, and so 
kept him cut. 

**Sardou (of spectacular fame) is a_promi- 
nent member of the Academy; so is Daudet. 
This mingling of classes in a little republic of 
letters is good for all the forty; and tnere are 
social advantages in being of this chosen 
number. An Academician’s wife finds it easy 
to obtain good matches for her daughters, 
ahd soon. It is said, however, that the liter- 
ary man is more vigorous and more apt to 
keep fresh out than in the Academy. 

„Jules Lemaitre, one of the latest mem- 
bers of the Academy, is less known to the 

ublic as a poet than as a critic, novelist, 
ecturer, and dramatist. He has shown him- 
self remarkably capable in all these depart- 
ments of literary work; but the palm ought 
"be given him for his excellent criticisms. He 
is admirable in showing others how they iail 
short of the mark. He is an enemy to fixed 
opinions and te his flatterers who agree with 
bim he is said to have given this rebuke: 
‘But I bave many ideas; with which of the 
many do you agree? 


No wonder Europe is trying to effect legis- 
lation against the bachelor trust.

If the statements of a bright young colored 
man now contributing his talents to making 
a success of the Siege of Vicksburg” can 
‘be accepted as facts the negro is becoming 
quite a stage factor.

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WO HUNDRED MILES AN HOUR FOR 
A MAIL OAR 


Description of an Electrical and Auto- 
matic Invention Intended to Carry the 
Letters and Papers of the World=—In- 
genious Contrivances Will Pick Up and 
Discharge Mail Without Direct Human 
Agenty=Inventor Says His Work Has 
Passed the Problematic Stage. 

Ionia, Mich, Aug. 1.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. ]—““he problem of more speedy 
mail transmission has long engaged the at- 
tention of the Postoffice Department, which 
has endeavored to stimulate the inventive 
genius of the country to its solution. It has 
engaged the cttention of many inventors, 
who da ve offered devices of more or less 
merit, but nothing which has as yet met the 


practical demands of the service. 

It seems to have been reserved for a well- 
known resident of this city to successfully 
grapple with the problem and present 
a plan, worked out in complete

mechanical detail, with the indorse- 
ment of the best-authorities as to its practival 
features, and which gives good promise of 
revolutionizing present methods. Albert P. 
Creil of this city has been working on this 
problem for five years. He has so far reached 
a solution as to receive’ the indorsement of 
leading engineers and mechaniés as to the 
practical working of the essential features of 
the plan. and in his interviews with ex-Poat- 
master- General Biasell and other cers of 
the Postoffice Department has been“ assured 
that his plan meets the demands. of the serv- 
ice much more completely than any before 
presented, being really exactly what is needed 
to handle expeditiousiy the heavy mails on 
the great lines between the principal cities. 

To test this matter so far as possible in its 
initiatory stage a working model has been 
made and tried to some extent—enough to 
show that the working parts will operate in 
conformity with the design—and within a 
week a public test of this modet will be made 
in this city on a track 1,000 feet long which has 
been put up on Steele street. This model car is 
» f.rty-four inches long, seventeen inches high, 
and twelve inches w.de, made of steel, and 
weighs about 1,200 pounds. It is expected 
that the diminutive motor finished this day 
will develop a speed of fifty miles an hour for 
the model car. Of co the speed will be 
much greater in a largef car. 

The mail car for practical use is designed 
to be 33 feet long 12 feet high and 11 feet 
wide, to be made of stzel throughout and to 
weigh forty tons. It will be run by electrical 
power, the motor being separate from the mail 
car, It will require an elevated road, built 
for this special service, and this road will re- 
quire to be supported on steel framework, and 
the design is to elevate the tracks about 
eighteen feet and to support them by cables 
from towers about 1,000 feet apart. Accord- 
ing to the estimates of expert engineers a 
double-track road on this plan could be con- 
structed for about $10,000 per mile. 

The plan of the motor is also original with 
Mr. Crell. The electricity is generated in the 
usual manner and applied from beneath by a 
modification of the trolley system, and emi- 
nent electrical authorities confirm the in- 
— claim to a speed of 200 miles per 

our. 

Baut the peculiar merit of the invention rests 
in the automatic working of the mail car, 
which is planned to pick up and deposit mail 
at way stations without slacking speed and 
without endangering the safety of the mail 
matter. 

The car is provided with a compartment 
for each station. By the action of a switch in 
the track, the doors to the compartments are 
opened, remaining open while passing over 
the magnetized section of track, giving time 
to scoop in the mail for each compartment 
as deposited by the local postal author-

ities, in the corresponding compartment at 
the stations. At the same time the. mail for 
each station is deposited through a funnel ar- 
rangemeat in the bottom of the car by a 
similar automatic.contrivance. The mail is 
to be packed in heavy rubber pouches having 
the necessary elasticity and strength to stand 
the motion without injury to the contents.

‘The following, which have been 
jotted down by the distinguished magicians 
named, who have kindly accorded permission 
to publish them over their respective signa- 
tures, will prove of strong interest to every 
reader: 

Few people have any idea how much funa 
magician can have by the exercise of his art 
for his own amusement, sv let me tell you a 
true story of a harmless practical joke it en- 
abled me to play the other day. I was pass- 
ing an itinerant vender of provisions—an 
aged colored woman—when I stopped and in- 
quired the price of her eggs:

I want to tell you a little about some seem- 
ingly very wonder(ui tricks which neither my- 
seif nor any other magician hasever been 
able to fathom, and whieh were performed 
by a very remarkable prestidigitateur, known 
as the Fakir of Ava. Of ali the magicians 
who have ever appeared in this country he 
was unquestionably the best. He first per- 
formed in the United States about 1846, 
Prior to his advent Americans had seen, 
for the most part, mere juggiers—feilows 
who burned cotton in their mouths and then 
biew out gayly colored ribbons— 
but the Fakir of Ava was 
a marvelous revelation of the possi- 
bilities of the magic art. There was a strong 
flavor of mystery about the man. He always 
endeavored to convey the idea that he was an 
Oriental, and he looked, indeed, as if such 
were the case. He had the dark olive com- 
plexion. and long, flowing black hair and 

; the dark, piercing eyes of a child 
of the East. He dressed in the Orieatal fash- 
ion, with long flowing robes of. rich material 
and aturban, yet his speech was unmistakably 
that of an English cockney. 

It was a long time after I had made his ac- 
quaintance betore I could induce him to give 
me some insight into his life. Then he gave 
me the brief outlines of his history as follows: 
„Lou must know,“ he said, that I was born 
in London, my parents being both Hebre ws, 
and proudly claiming to be able to trace their 
descent directly back to Abraham. They were 
email tradés-peopie and would have brought 
me up to the shop, but I revolted at the idea, 
and running away from home enlisted in the 
British army, serving with it in India and 
Burmah. 

„ had always bad a great fondness for 
juggiery and legerdemain and was an accoin- 
plished amateur in those arts at an early 
age. While in India and Burmah I availed 
myseif of every possible opportunity 
to study the tricks of the native magicians, 
who are unequaled * those of any other 
country. From the Indian magicians I 
learned not only many tricks that seem posi- 
tively miraculous to the unitiated, bat also a 

reat deal of Hindoostanee patter, of which 
{make use in my public performances, 

„Leaving the army and returning to En- 
land I devoted my energies to giving enter- 
tainments in magic. It was from the 
magicians of India that I acquired my key 
mystery trick, which Las done more to es. 
ae my reputation than anything else I 

o. 

The key mystery trick was perhaps the 
most wonderful feat of magic ever accom- 
plished in this country. To perform it the 
fakir would borrow from some one in the au- 
dience a handkerchief, a lead pencil, or any 
small article, which he would pack in a wood - 
en box. After the latter had been sea'ed he 
would place it on a table, and ask the person 
from whom he had borrowed its conten:s 
where it should be sent. Ou receiving a re- 
ply he would: wave his wand and the bor 
would instantly disappear. A committee se- 
lected from the audience would then be dis- 
patched to the destination named for the 
box, and there it was invariabiy found. On one 
occasion in New York a prominent merchant 
requested that the box be made to enter his 
safe which was securely locked, the key bemg 
then in his pocket, 

„All right,” said the fakir, as he waved his 
wand. The box disap , and when the 
merchant and two other gentlemén, selected 
by the audience, went to his office un- 
loeked his safe there they found it. The solu- 
tion of this marvel—if any one ever discovered 
it—has never been given to the world. The 
fakir’s great sutcess soon gave rise to a host 
of imitators, some of whom copied his dress 
and even his name, but none of them ever ap- 
proached him in skill.

Washington Correspondence of the New 
York Sun: In approving the recommenda- 
tions of the Ordnance Bureau, which pro- 
poses a great departure from the present 
plan of mounting and ‘turreting great guns 
on battleships, Secretary Herbert has taken 
a step in ordnance which, if the original de- 
signs prove successful, will probably bring 
about as great a revolution in the arrange- 
ments of the batteries of naval ships of high 
fighting efficiency as occurred when the rows 
of guns alerg the sides of the old frigates 
were abandoned for fewer guns of greater 
power. 

The Navy Department since the beginning 
of the new navy has borrowed many of its 
ideas from foreign shipyards and-ordnance 
arsenals, and in nearly every instance im- 
provements have been made which have been 
promptly accepted in Europe. In no branch 
of naval work, probably, have there been 
greater strides than in ordnance, and particu- 
larly in armor, and while the navy has been 
building modern guns for only the last eight 
years, it is admitted even by foreigners that 

re are no guns mounted on English or 
French ships that are superior to those in- 
tended for the three battleships Indiana, Mas- 
sachusetts, and Oregon, and those of a similar 
caliber which Seeretary Herbert now proposes 
to have placed on the new Kearsarge and her 
sister vessel. 

The double-deck system of arra the 
heavier guns is said to be entirely new, and 
bas never been adopted in a particular by 
the leading naval powers, which have experi- 
mented in various directions in the installa- 
tion of ordnance without discovering the 
method resorted to by the Ordnance Bureau 
for placing guns above one another in one 
great turret, and thereby saving tons of weight 
and securing greater protection for the pieces. 
There has been some opposition to the n 
because it iu vol ves so great a departure from 
present devices for mounting heavy guns, It 
is urged that unly one ship should be experi- 
mented with at first, and it would be un- 
wise to risk six or seven millions of dollars 
in a scheme which the naval constructors

striking within a radius of a few feet of one 
another. With guns mounted singly it would 
be almost impossible to secare the same 
effect, nor, the ordnance experts say, could 
four shots be planted at once so close to- 
gether. 

The new turrets will make a startling dif- 
ference in the appearance of the two new 
battleships. They will be stationed one at 
each end and pretty well forward and aft of 
the ship’s center. At great distances, or even 
fighting range of 6,000 yards, the turrets of 
the Indiana would be hardiy visible from the 
deck of a ship, while the two-story turrets of 
the ordnance design will stand well in view 
and give much the appearance of two cheese. 


boxes, 

The advantages of the turrets over those 
now mounted on all other battleships of the 
world are manifest when the figures and ar- 
guments of the Ordnance Bureau are studied. 
Absolute protection to am munition hoists and 
supply is given to the 8-inch guns, where- 
as in the o 2 of mounting these guns had 
but little. his protection, furthermore, is 
secured at no increase in weight or room oc- 
cupied by the gun-carriage. The control of 
gun fire will de far in advance of that on 
ships mounting single turrets, and it will be 
possible to use the 13-inch guns for star- 
board fire and the 8-inch guns ior port, as the 
case muy demand, without the loss of a min- 
ute in swinging the great turrets. 

The most important effect, and one that 
convinced the Secretary of the value of the 
invention, is the reduction of the main . bat- 
tery to two invulnerable gun theaters of ac- 
tion, protected with sufficient armor to resist 
the heaviest guns that they would encounter. 
For every gun that is fired on warships now 
in commission there must be separate and 
distinct sighting, while with the new turrets 
one sighting by one man will be all that is re. 
quired when the entire battery isto be dis- 
charged. In the Indiana class of battleship 
it was not practicable to give the 8-inch guns 
adequate protection, owing to the weight nec- 
essary for the heavier rifles. 

Another feature of the design is the fact 
that the S- inch rifles will occupy space which 
would be available for no other guns,
